From Denmark Soccer To American High School Football 


Andersen has already found his place 
in the NFL's Hall of Fame. After he 
broke Jim Breech's record of 
consecutive scoring games on a PAT 
in Week 13, one of his kicking shoes, 
the ball, and a photo of the event 
were signed by him and sent to the 
Hall and are on display for posterity. 
June Jones summed up his feelings 
about the acquisition of one of the 
NFL’s all-time best kickers when he 
said, “Wh lontana is to 
Andersen relishes the opportunity to 
attempt a game-winning kick, 
thriving on pressure situations. “The 
pressure associated with important 
kicks isa perceived notion, something 
created by the fans and media,” he 
said.

From 8th Pick to 8th Year 


Last year was a disappointment to J.J. because he couldn't shake the injury 
bug that hit him at mini-camp and continued throughout the season. Before 
these nagging set-backs, he had shown a dependable stretch that included 
starting 40 of his previous 45 games. Heading into the ‘95 season, he had 
boasted an impressive 40,2-yard average per catch on his 14 TD's in Kansas 
City. Needless to say, he’s looking to return to that consistent form again this 
season. The eighth round draft choice of the Browns in 1988 has experienced 
his share of adversity. He was lost for his entire rookie season due to a knee 
injury suffered in mini-camp. After leaving track practice at the University of 
Oregon to attend his first Browns mini-camp, Birden tore two ligaments in his 
left knee, colliding with a defensive back ona fade pattern. At the time, he was 
preparing to compete in the NCAA's and Olympic Trials before the injury. The 
PAC-10 long jump champion (25' 8 3/4”) had reconstructive surgery and 
went through a rigorous rehabilitation program 
to get back on the field. He was released by 
Cleveland on Sept. 5, 1989 and signed to the 
Cowboys’ Developmental Squad on Nov. 1, where 
he remained for the rest of the year.

One of his TD grabs 
against the Dolphins came after he was hit 
simultaneously by two Miami defenders, but still 
held onto the ball.

Moe sur- 
rounds himself with wife, Mickie, daughter, Morgan, and son Andrewso much 
that his teammates often times kid him about the amount of time he spends 
with them. The couple understood their plight in college and dealt with their 
situation of raising a child and going to school as responsible adults. They used 
to switch off handling babysitting chores while the other one attended classes. 
They lived in a small off-campus apartment and paid for their schooling by 
working summer jobs and through Pell Grants. Moe earned his Sociology 
degree and Mickie earned her diploma in Medical Sociology. Moe was taught 
to appreciate all things in life like theater and jazz. He received piano lessons 
as a fifth grader and was always told to follow the example of Paul Robeson, 
who balanced becoming an All-American football player with being a lawyer, 
actor, politician, and a recognized baritone.

He ranked behind only Jack Trudeau (8,146) and Tony Eason (6,608) in passing 
yardage with 4,674 (428-714). Jeff was 20-4 as a starter for the Fighting [ini 
and finished with 28 TD's and 19 INT’s. A first team All-Big 10 choice, he paced 
the conference withan average of 240.8 passing yards per game. He led the club 
to scores in 10-of-12 two-minute drives as a junior and was 42-of-63 for 522 
yards and five TD's in the 4th quarter, In the final seven minutes of those games, 
he was 28-for-35 for 355 and five TD's. He topped off his season by going 26- 
of-38 for321 yards and three scores ina 31-21 Citrus Bowl victory over Virginia.

Jeff led Warren Central H.S. in Indianapolis to two state championships in 
1984 and ‘85, winning 28 consecutive games along the way.

He once tossed six TD's ina single game during his senior season, in which he 
totaled 45 TD's and was named the National Prep Player-of-the-Year. He also 
was a stalwart baseball and basketball player, earning three letters in each 
sport, He averaged 18.7 points on the hardwood and batted .456 with 10 
homers and 81 RBI as a hard-throwing shortstop. He and his wife, Teresa, 
welcomed their first child on April 10th when Jeffrey David George weighed in 
at 9 pounds 10 ounces and 22 1/2 inches.

Bobby proved his worth in the biggest game of the year against the 49ers in the 
season finale. With a Playoff berth on the line, Hebert delivered a clutch 
performance in relief by rallying the Falcons to victory after Jeff George was 
knocked out of the game with 1:18 left in the first half. Bobby calmly led the 
Falcons down the field to set up Morten Andersen’s record 59-yard FG at the 
end of the half. On the opening drive of the second half, Hebert marched the 
birds 69 yards on 11 plays, culminating in a seven-yard TD pass to Terance 
Mathis to put Atlanta on top, 22-21. Trailing, 27-22, with 3:36 remaining, he 
engineered the game-winning drive from the Falcons’ 20-yard line. In a series 
of big plays, he hit Eric Metcalf for a 23-yard gain on 4th-and-5 from his own 
40-yard line to keep the drive alive.

Hebert has produced in relief over the last two years in Atlanta. In ‘94, he came 
off the bench in the second quarter to preserve the Falcons lead in a 10-9 
victory over the Cardinals in Week 17. He completed 10-of-22 passes for 155 
yards against the stingy Cardinal defense, including a season-high 40-yard 
completion. The week before, the savvy veteran almost led Atlanta to a win 
over Green Bay, hitting on 20-of-41 attempts for 221 yards anda fourth quarter 
TD for a late lead in relief of an injured George. Hebert was credited with the 
win in a Week 5 contest at the Rams in another relief role that included him 
tossing the game-winning pass to Ricky Sanders from 13 yards away with 3:14 
left. He then completed a two-point conversion to Terance Mathis for an 
eventual 8-5 win, as he hit on 7-of-9 passes on the final drive, and 10-of-14 for 
122 yards on the day. Bobby's career in the NFL began in New Orleans in 1985, 
He left his name alongside Archie Manning in the Saints record book as the 
club's all-time leader in passing yardage, attempts, completions, touchdowns, 
and passing percentage at .585. His impressive numbers in New Orleans 
included boasting a winning percentage of .653 as a starter, as he compiled a 
49-26 record in 75 starts.

Over the past two seasons, Mathis has been one of the most productive 
receivers in the NEL (see charts), He has 189 receptions in 30 games for an 
average of 6.3 catches every time he steps onto the field. He was only the sixth 
1,000-yard receiver in Falcon history in ‘94 with his 1,342 yards. He pushed his 
all-purpose totals to 6,122 yards in six seasons and hasaveraged over 1,000 yards 
each year. Mathis is an NFL record holder for career two-point conversions (5) 
and most two-pointers in a season (3 in‘95). Terance caught more balls in 13 
gamesand had more receiving yards in 14 games with the Falconsin ‘94 than 
he did in all four years with the Jets. As a rookie, he would have led the NFLin 
punt return average with his 15.0 mark, but he didn't have enough returns to 
qualify. He tied an NFL record with a 98-yard punt return for a TD versus 
Dallas in that rookie season,

Terance was New Mexico’s first-ever consensus All-American in 1989 as he 
amassed 88 receptions for 1,315 yards and 13 TD’s. When that senior 
season was over, he became the NCAA's Division | career record holder in 
receiving yards with 4,254. In addition, his 263 receptions (from 1985-87, 
‘89) ranked second on the NCAA's all-time list only behind Jerry Rice's 
leading mark of 310 catches, Mathis was the first player in NCAA history to 
record more than 250 receptions, 4,000 receiving yards, and 6,000 all- 
purpose yards, He caught at least one pass in 28 straight games and 43-of- 
44 career contests as a Lobo. He tallied nine games of 150 or more yards and 
six games with 10 or more catches, His three kickoff returns for TD's (96, 95, 
95) tied an NCAA season all-time record. He seta school record as asenior 
in kickoff returns with 31 for a 25.3 average and 3 TD's. The WAC marks he 
established were for combined yards with 6,691 and TD's with 36, while 
tying Cris Carter’s NCAA record of a TD in nine straight games.

A master at high, hanging kicks, Dan has totaled 108 punts inside the 20 yard 
line during his six-year career, which averages out to 18 a year. Conversely, he 
has only allowed 33 touchbacks out of 445 career punts. Stryzinski fought 
through the seemingly usual hardship of a kicker by being released by three 
teams (Saints, Colts, Browns) before latching on with the Steelers. His footballs 
have traveled just over 10 miles in the air during his career or 17,796 yards. In

Dan has proven to be a reliable punter in all 
kinds of conditions. He has led the League in 
forcing fair catches and fewest punt return 
yards while playing outside in the bitter cold 
in Pittsburgh and in the humid air of Tampa 
Bay. The Falcons were happy to have the 
services of a punter who could affect and 
disrupt a team’s field position like Stryzinski 
did last year after Atlanta struggled in that 
department in the ‘94 season, which hurt 
their playoff chances. His high-driving punts

Whitfield has beena pillar of consistency while occupying 
the starting left flank of the Falcons line since 1993, Bob 
has missed only NINE plays in three years as a starter, 
lining up for 3,027 plays out of a possible 3,036 for a 
playing percentage of 99.7%, The Falcons have reached 
new offensive heights with Bob as an anchor.

Ivy ranked third in the nation in punting in his senior season at Oklahoma State 
with 66 punts for 2,947 yards (44.7 average) and along of 73 yards. He was named 
second team All-American by The Poor Man’s Guide to the NFL Draft and third 
team honors from the Associated Press, in addition to his second All-Big Eight 
selection, he ranked fourth in NCAA Division 1-A with 240.7 net average. In 1994 
he led the conference and ranked ninth in the nation with 2,818 yards on 64 punts

Ball High School also produced Falcon corner 
Anthony Phillips and safety Patrick Bates, He was born in Galveston, Tex., 2-2-73.

Johnson movedinto the starting lineup asa seniorat Grambling after leading the 
wee with 7 interceptions in 1994. A 4.3 sprinter in the 40, he had transferred to 
bling from Arkansas.

Southern Pride 


Some of the largest footprints in the South belong to those of Rankin Smith. 
Three decades ago in the early 1960's, Smith began planting the seeds that 
saw pro sports blossom in Atlanta. Smith was part ofa group that formed “Major 
Sports, Inc.," with goals of pro sports franchises for AUanta. That group got busy 
and then Atlanta Stadium was built by 1965. Major Sports, Inc., later became the 
Stadium Authority that still operates Atlanta-Fulton County Stadium today. 
Having the Stadium lured the Braves from Milwaukee. 

“Doesn't every adult male in America want to own his own football team?,” 
Smith asked. That was his response when he paid the highest price in NFL history 
in 1965 for an NFL franchise ($8.5 million). Pete Rozelle and Rankin Smith made 
the deal in about five minutes and the Atlanta Falcons brought the largest and 
most popular sport to the growing city of Atlanta. 

Smith worked with the city, county and state to build one of the largest facilities 
for conventions, trade shows, and major events in the world. The spectacular 
Georgia Dome opened its doors in 1992 and the Falcons have one of the best fan- 
friendly stadiums in America for their 10 home games a year. The facility has 
been a money-maker for the area already and was built without burdening tax 
payers. 


NFL Force 


Even though Rankin Smith is now 72 (in Oct.) and “retired” from daily business, 
he's as active as ever in getting things done for pro sports in Atlanta and the 
Southeast for that matter. He was the catalyst and the driving force in bringing 
the most prestigious of all sporting events, the Super Bowl, to Auanta in 1994. 
The week-long fanfare and the most-watched TV sport in the world also netted 
over $166 million in cash for the area and tons of free publicity to lure other 
events, conventions and meetings. Now, he's still lobbying to bring the game 
back to Atlanta in four years. Ted Sprague of the ACVB pointed out, “Most of the 
success for our bid to lure the Super Bowl was due to Rankin. Evidently, the owners 
admire and respect him.”

As one of the six NFL owners on the Expansion Committee, he worked hard to 
bring more pro football to the Southeast by landing the two NFL franchises to 
Charlotte and then Jacksonville. In the NFL, Rankin has been on various 
committees and done a lot to promote the #1 sport in America. 


A Community Leader 


In the Atlanta community, Rankin Smith has also been a leader and maker of 
indelible footprints. He quietly goes about getting things done with little publicity 
and fanfare. 

Here's some of the impressive footprints he's made: 
¢ Smith was the driving force behind the fund-raising to construct the Fembank 
Museum of Natural History that opened its door in 1992. This $42.8 million 
facility is the largest south of the Smithsonian in Washington and has over 
150,000 feet of exhibit space and an IMAX theatre (named for him). 
¢ Smith used the Falcons name to establish charities and grants for the area. 
Over 200 children’s charities and programs have benefited. It was so successful 
that the Braves and Hawks later followed with their charity foundations. Plus, he 
and the NFL owners use NEL charities to offer grants now totaling hundreds of 
millions for important causes. 
¢ The Smith family has helped with nearly $10 million in donations over the past 
three decades. He's received one of only two Founder's Awards ever given by 
Lovett School. 
¢ Rankin was inducted into the Georgia Sports Hall of Fame in ‘95. 


True Southern Heritage 


Rankin was born in 1924 ina hospital that once sat where the Atlanta Stadium 
was built in 1965 and where the first Falcons game was played. Right next door, 
the new Olympic Stadium was built, another Atlanta coup and one in which 
Rankin quietly pledged his grass-roots support. 

This true Atlanta native resides with his wife, Charlotte Lilliard Topping. He is 
the father of five children: Rankin, Jr, Carrol Christine, Dorothy Ann (Mrs. John 
O. Knox), Taylor, and Nancy Karen (Mrs. Jim Owen). The native Georgian 
attended Emory University and the University of Georgia and continues to 
support them.

une Jones continues to rapidly grow into his role as one of the most respected 

NFLhead coaches. In only his second season in charge of the Falcons in‘95, he 
guided the birds to their first post-season trip in four years. If the Falcons return 
again in ‘96, Jones can become the first coach in team history to lead his team to 
a Playoff berth two consecutive seasons. 

One of the first things Jones instilled in his team when he took over the reins 
was the need to establish a home field advanatage. His troops have responded by 
boasting the second best winning record at home in the NEL last year with a 7- 
1 mark following an impressive 5-3 mark in ‘94, The combined 12-4 record at 
home over the last two years is the 6th highest in the NFL, and gives Jones the best 
career home winning percentage (.750) by any head coach in Falcon history. 

This dedicated 43 year-old former Falcon quarterback is forced to deal with 
the restrictions of the salary cap and the reality of more player movement than 
ever before. Butjust like everything else he does, he has attacked those challenges 
with an aggressive mindset. The resulthas been the acquisition of some big-time 
players like Eric Metcalf, Morten Andersen, Craig Heyward, Cornelius Bennett, 
and Patrick Bates. When it came time to re-sign some of his own key players this 
year, he stepped up to make sure the nucleus of Terance Mathis, Roman Fortin, 
Bob Whitfield and Chuck Smith, among others, were retained. 


June's influence on the offensive side of the ball has been instrumental in the 
Falcons’ success over the past two seasons. At the helm of one of the top offenses 
in the League once again, the birds finished 10th in Total Offense and Gth in 
Passing in ‘95. Under Jones’ guidance Atlanta led the NFL in most “big plays” 
with 62 over 20 yards and tied for the League Jead in fewest turnovers with 21. 
He had his team prepared to win from the outset as they paced the NFL by 
scoring on 9 of 16 opening drives and 10 of 16 opening drives of the second half. 
The fourth youngest Head Coach in the NFLalso managed to see his troops end 
up 9th with 17 drives taking over five minutes. This offensive architect witnessed 
individual success from his players like Jeff George becoming the first 4,000 yard 
passer in team annals, Heyward’s personal-best 1,038 rushing yards, Metcalf's 
104 receptlns, and four players setting an NFL record each with over 1,000 
yards, 

Asa player, assistant coach and now head coach, June Jones has been a “no- 
nonsense” leader and winner wherever he's been. He shattered NCAA II passing 
records at Portland State while leading the Vikings to consecutive 8-3 records as 
team captain, He went from college to the Atlanta Falcons and was a member of 
the team’s first ever Playoff club in 1978. June's pro experience also included 
edyanaing to the CFL's Grey Cup championship in 1982. His highlights as a pro 
assistant have been realized with the Houston Oilers successfully earning berths 
in the Playoffs two straight seasons. When he returned ‘home’ to become a 
Falcons assistant in ‘91, the birds advance to the post season for the first time in 
nine years.

Jeff George threw for 366 yards and a pair of TD's, but it 
wasn't enough as Green Bay's big touchdown on a punt retum 
and balanced offensive attack kept the Packers’ playoff record 
unblemished at Lambeau Field. 

Edgar Bennett rushed for 108 yards, while Brett Favre hit 
on three touchdowns to lead the Pack offensively. Atlanta's 
offense outgained the Packers, 360-307, and scored the 
Most points in a playoff game by an opponent in G.B. history. 

Behind most of the game, Atlanta was forced to pass in 
the muddy conditions of Lambeau Field, which had been 
covered and heated despite 30 degree weather conditions. 

The Falcons did strike first, however, on a 65-yard TD 
bomb from George to Eric Metcalf down the right sideline 
for a 7-0 lead. The Packers countered with four first-half 
touchdowns, including the 76-yard punt return by Anthony 
Freeman, to take a 27-10 halftime lead. Atlanta pulled 
within 10 points at 27-17 early in the fourth quarter on J.J. 
Birden's 27-yard TD catch from George. But Favre 
connected with Dorsey Levens on a perfect 18-yard 
touchdown strike in the right corner of the end zone mid way 
through the fourth quarter to ice the victory.

The NFL awards a franchise to 41-year-old Rankin M. Smith, Executive Vice President of 
Life Insurance Company of Georgia, for $8.5 million, At the time there were 14 NFL 
franchises in existence, 8 AFL clubs. Officially, Atlanta became the 23rd professional 
football club in existence, the 15th in the NFL prior to the merger of the Leagues. 


“Five Smiths, Inc." is registered as the corporate name for the Atlanta franchise. It is so 
named for Rankin Smith's five children: Rankin, Jr., Carrol Christine, Dorothy Ann, 
Taylor, and Nancy Karen. 


The listed stockholders of the franchise included Lindsey Hopkins, Jr., Howard Dobbs, 
Jr., Cody Laird, Jr., |. M. Sheffield III, Dorothy Laird Williams, W. Barrett Howell, and M. 
E. Kilpatrick, 


“Falcons” was suggested by many, with reasons from a school teacher from Griffin, 
Georgia singled out, Miss Julia Elliott said: ‘the Falcon is proud and dignified, with great 
courage and fight. It never drops its prey. It is deadly and has a great sporting tradition,” 
A logo was designed by Wayland Moore Studios 


Halfback Bob Paremore and split end Gary Barnes, who had been in the NFL with the 
Cardinals and Bears, were the first two players to sign with the Falcons. 


With the first pick in the entire draft, the Falcons chose Outland Trophy winning 
Linebacker Tommy Nobis fram the University of Texas. After being drafted also by 
Houston of the AFL, he chose the Falcons on Dec. 14 and signed a contract. As the 
Falcons got two choices in each of the first five rounds, QB Randy Johnson of Texas A&l 
was the other first round pick by Atlanta. All told, the Falcons gained 25 players in the 20 
round draft, the last one being defensive back Bob Riggle from Penn Stale, Nobis is the 
club's Director of Player Development, while Riggle served 21 years as a team scoul, 


Norb Hecker, 39, left the Green Bay staff of Vince Lombardi to accept the job as the 
Falcons first head coach. He was with Lombardi seven years as they won three world 
titles and four conference titles. Gene Cronin, the Director of Player Personnel, deserves 
the distinction of being the first member of the Falcon organization named by Mr. Smith. 


Allotted three picks from each of the 14 other NFL teams, the Falcons added 42 more 
players. Each team, who had a 40-man roster, placed 11 available for the Falcons to 
select from. Among those picks was their first leading rusher (Junior Coffey from Green 
Bay), their first leading receiver (Alex Hawkins from Baltimore), and a defensive captain 
{Bill Jobko from Minnesota). 


A YMCA Camp, Blue Ridge Assembly on Black Mountain, N.C. (near Asheville) is 
selected as the first summer training camp home. 


The AFL and NFL agree to merge with a Championship Game to be played. The teams 
would not actually begin playing regular season games until 1970. Atlanta was assigned 
to the NFL's Western Conference, Coastal Division, with the Los Angeles Rams, 
Baltimore Colts, and San Francisco 49ers. 


Training Camp opened with some 130 players checking in for physicals and their chance 
to be an NFL player. One of the camp's visitors was Rev. Billy Graham, who lived just a 
few miles from the Blue Ridge Assembly. All told, 66 rookies reported with the vets 
checking in on July 9.

Before 26,072 at Atlanta Stadium, Philadelphia claims a 9-7 win over the Falcons. Trivia 
fans might want to note that QB Dennis Claridge passed one yard to Tom Wilson for the 
Falcons first ever touchdown (second quarter) to provide a 7-6 halitime lead, 


The Los Angeles Rams handed the Falcons a 19-14 loss before 54,418 at Atlanta 
Stadium. The Rams of George Allen were led by QB Roman Gabriel (294 yards). Alter a 
16-0 lead, Atlanta rallied to make it 16-14 before a third quarter Ram FG ended the 
scoring. Pre-game ceremonies included Commissioner Pete Rozelle, Governor Carl 
Sanders, and Mayor Ivan Allen. Falcon RB Ernie Wheelwright ran for 91 yards and 
Caught a pass for 25 more to lead the offense. 


_ It was the second quarter when QB Randy Johnson hit Gary Barnes for a 53-yard 
touchdown to officially score the first points for the Atlanta Falcons. 


After nine straight losses, the Falcons claimed one for the W column at Yankee Stadium 
(62,746), 27-16. Former Giant Ernie Wheelwright scored two TD's receiving and ran for 
51 more yards as QB Randy Johnson hit for a trio of TD's. 


The Falcons tied an NFL record for an expansion team (Minnesota) by winning a third 
game. This victim was the St. Louis Cardinals, 16-10, before 57,169, The second win 
| had been ai Minnesota with Bobby Riggle returning an interception 62 yards tor a 
touchdown, 


| Linebacker Tommy Nobis was named to the AP all-pro team, a Falcon first. This honor 
followed his Rookie of the Year performance in 1966 (Bert Bell Award and Pro Football 
Writers Association), 


Norm Van Brocklin, formerly head coach of Vikings, is named to replace Norb Hecker 
__ after three games of season. Two weeks later, his Falcons beat New York, 24-21, in first 
meeting between Van Brocklin and his former QB, Fran Tarkenton. 


Falcons win first season opener ever, beating 49ers, 24-12, before home fans. Rookie 
Tight End Jim Mitchell scored two TD's and club set team record with 229 yards rushing. 


Harmon Wages had a game to remember in this 45-17 rout of the Saints. The second 
year back threw for a TD in the first quarter (16 yards to Flatley), then caught a pass for 
a TD in the second quarter (88 yards), and then ran for a TD in the fourth quarter (66 
yards). 


In Week Two at Green Bay, QB Bob Berry sets club records with the Franchise's first 
300-yard passing game (28-44 for 302), but Packers rally for 27-24 win, 


Jim “Cannonball” Butler, just one week after Berry's passing record, sets a new club 
rushing record in the home opener against the 49ers. The seven-year veteran sel two 
club records that day. One was for most yards (127 on 17 carries), the other was for 

_ most fumbles (4). 


Over 30 million Monday Night TV viewers saw their first game from Atlanta as the Miami 
Dolphins came to town with ABC-TV. Larry Csonka (108) and Mercury Morris (76) ran 
away with a 20-7 Miami victory.

Rookie sensation Ken Burrow made more yardage receiving in one game than any NFC 
receiver, and he wrote his name in the club record book TWICE. He had 190 yards al 
Detroit and duplicated that feat at New Orleans. All of this was done playing the final 11 
games with a broken wrist. 


In dramatic fashion with 40 seconds left, the Falcons score to beat New Orleans, 24-20, 
{o finish the season at 7-6-1, thus giving them the first winning season in club history. 


Falcons win their first Nationally televised game with a 28-21 triumph over Green Bay in 
Atlanta, Atlanta had 77 plays to the Packers 33, outgaining them 386-143, as Monday 
Night TV televised the action. 


Alter 10 unsuccessful tries, Falcons finally defeat the L.A. Rams, in humiliating fashion, 
91-3 at Atlanta Stadium.

After missing by five yards for a 1,000-yard season last year, Dave Hampton comes 
even closer this year. Needing 87 yards in the finale, he gets just 84 and finishes three 
yards shy of the magic number. The Falcons are equally close, finishing 9-5 for their 
most wins and best record ever, but losing out for the playoffs by one game. 


in order to obtain the rights to the number one pick in the college draft, the Falcons send 
offensive tackle George Kunz and a draft choice to Baltimore. Falcons also got a 6th 
round pick (and took LB Fulton Kuykendall).

When Redskins lose to Bears, Falcons are ensured their first Playoff berth. The next 
day, L.A. beat Green Bay to give the Falcons a home field game. 


With two TD's in the final eight minutes, the Falcons overcame the rainy weather to win 
their Playoff game over the Eagles, 14-13. The Christmas Eve present to the fans was 
nol complete until the Eagles missed a 34-yard FG in the final seconds.

Record six Falcons selected to Pro Bowl as Bartkowski passes for new high 178 yards 
(55 TD to Alfred Jenkins) to lead NFC to 21-7 win. 


Green Bay Packer fans were enjoying a 17-0 lead after three quarters, bul no one knew 
whal was in store next. In a nine-minute span, the Falcons erupted for an NFL record 
tying 31 points (4 TD's, 1 FG) to win 31-17 


Atlanta fans were treated to a 34-17 thumping of the rival 49ers (soon to be Super Bowl 
bound) and the fastest start in club history, 3-0. The Falcons had now won 12 of the last 
13 regular season games and 14 of last 15. Tommy Pridemore even set a club record 
with a 101-yard interception return. The bad news: three starters were lost in a five- 
minute span (LB Joel Williams, DE Jeff Merrow and T Warren Bryant). 


The team will look back on seven losses of five points or less as to why they were 7-9. 
The defeats were by 1, 2, 2, 3, 3, 3, and 5 points. Individually, records were set by Steve 
Bartkowski (3,830 yards), William Andrews (81 catches), Alfred Jenkins (1,358 yards, 13 
TD's - 3 in one game), and Mick Luckhurst (114 points). A team high seven Falcons are 
picked for the Pro Bowl. 


Season ticket sales are halted after reaching a club record 55,144. 


In first game after strike, William Andrews gains 207 yards (119 rush, 88 rec.) and rookie 
Gerald Riggs scores his first two NFL TD's in 34-17 win over Rams. Falcons are 2-1 and 
thinking playoffs in short season. 


With a powerful 17-7 win over the Super Bow! Champion 49ers before a national Sunday 
Night audience, the Falcons become third NFC team to clinch a playoff berth as they up 
record to 5-2. Team controlled ball for 43 minutes to 17 for 49ers and ran the ball 57 
times for 223 yards. 


Falcons journeyed to Minnesota's Metrodome for the opening round Playoff game and 
led 7-3 after one quarter and 21-16 after three quarters, but Vikings rallied for 30-24 win. 
In an oddity, all 24 Falcon points were scored by the special teams (blocked punt for TD, 
pass to Luckhurst for TD, and FG) and the defense (Glazebrook TD interception).

William Andrews sets new club record with 331 rushes for 1,567 yards, Steve Bartkowski 
has third 3,000-yard season and sets mark with 63.4% completion rate and just 1.1% 
interception rate (5 in 432), while C Jeff Van Note starts his 200th game as a Falcon. 
Falcon all-time leading rusher, William Andrews, injures knee ligaments, cartilage and 


nerve in practice session and is out indefinitely. 


Gerald Riggs gets the starting call and sets new club records with 35 attempts for 202 
yards in 36-28 opening win at the Superdome in New Orleans.

ald With 158 yards in the 16-10 win over New Orleans, Gerald Rlags had a club best 9 100- 
yard games and a season record 1,719 yards to lead the entire NFC. 


The Falcons came out roaring with four straight wins over New Orleans, St. Louis, Dallas 
and Tampa Bay for the best-ever start in club history. The Cowboy game featured a 10- 
point rally with a game-winning FG with 20 seconds left and the Buc game featured a 20- 
7 come-from-behind win with an overtime FG the decider. Gerald Riggs ran for a 
touchdown in each game to tie a club mark. The opener also featured the return of 
William Andrews after a two-year layoff following knee surgery, 


j ina game that featured the return of QB Steve Bartkowski to Atlanta (as an LA Ram), 
the Falcons rolled to a 26-14 win to up their mark to 5-1. The next week, the Falcons 
fought to an overtime tie with the 49ers to stay atop the Western Division. 


It was Jeff Van Note day at Atlanta Fulton County Stadium as the 18-year veteran center 
was honored after 246 games. With all his family present, he was presented gifts 
including a vintage 1957 Chevy (symbolic of his #57 and being a classic). Mick Luckhurst 
extended his club record to 117 consecutive PAT’s. 


Gerald Riggs becomes the club's all-time leading rusher, Surpassing William Andrews 
with a five-yard run in the third quarter at Dallas, giving the six-year pro from Arizona 
State a career total of 5,987 yards. Riggs finishes up the day with 119 yards to help the 
Falcons break a seven-game losing streak and knock the Cowboys out of the playoffs for 
the second straight year with a 21-10 victory in Texas Stadium. 


CB Scott Case laid claim to a spot in the Pro Bowl by being named NFC Defensive 
Player of the Month for November, Case intercepted five passes (two each vs. Packers 
and Raiders), registered a forced fumble and QB sack and made 20 tackles with nine 
passes defensed to help the Falcons to a 3-1 record during the month. 


é RB John Settle put his name in the League's record book by becoming the first free 

ry’ agent in NFL history since the 1970 merger to gain 1,000 yards in a season as he rushed 
) for 66 yards against the Saints to finish with 1,024. Paul Lowe (Chargers) and Clem 
Daniels (Raiders) of the AFL were the only other undrafted players to accomplish the 
feat (in 1963 and 1965). The former Appalachian State star was fourth in the NFL in total 
yards (1594) and the club leader in receptions with 68 as he garnered his first trip to the 
Pro Bow! 


CB Scott Case picked off his 10th pass of the year against the Saints to finish atop the 
NFL charts. Case set a new Falcon record for interceptions in a season eclipsing the old 
mark of nine by Rolland Lawrence in 1975. The Oklahoma product stole seven passes in 
the second half of the season when the young Falcons defense beaan to jell.

The Falcons announce plans for their 25th Anniversary season that include going back to 
their original black jerseys of 1966. In addition black helmets are unveiled along with the 
25th anniversary logo patches for the uniforms. 


With the number one pick overall in the Draft, the Falcons deal with the Colts for six-time 
Pro Bowl lineman, Chris Hinton, all-rookie WR Andre Rison, and next year's #1 pick. 


Falcons owner Rankin Smith leads the way in securing Super Bowl XXVIII for the Cily of 
Atlanta at the NFL Owners Meeting in Dallas. 


Houston, Jerry Glanville's former team, comes to town to face the new black-clad 
Falcons. With the defense scoring three touchdowns, the Falcons win in a rout, 47-27, 
before a sellout crowd. 


With a national TV audience watching for the first time since 1984. the Falcons storm the 
Cincinnati Bengals, 38-17. The prime time viewers see “Prime Time” Deion Sanders set 
a club record with a 79-yard punt return TD in whal was TNT's highest rated game of the 
season. 


With the Dallas Cowboys coming to town, needing a win to secure a playoff berth, the 
Falcons close out with a second straight win and a 26-7 romp behind a club record 68- 
yard run by Mike Rozier. The Falcons donated 2,000 tickets from the sellout to the USO 
for servicemen to attend. 


Deion Sanders becomes both an Atlanta Brave and an Atlanta Falcon as he signs a 
baseball contract. He's the first to play two sports in the same city in 30 years. 


QB Billy Joe Tolliver, subbing for injured Chris Miller, lofted a 44-yard “Big Ben” pass 
caught in a crowd of seven players by WR Michael Haynes with nine seconds remaining. 
That gave the Falcons a 17-14 victory and season sweep over the San Francisco 49ers. 
San Francisco had just taken the lead with only 53 seconds left in the game. 


The Falcons go on a scoring spree in the second quarter and set a new club record for 
most points in one quarter with 33. WR Andre Rison scores 3 TD's (18 of the 33 points) 
with scores of 39, 12 and 15 yards. Rison also tied a club record for most points scored 
by an individual in a game. The 33 in a quarter were seventh highest ever in NFL history. 
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Atlanta recorded an NFL rarity by sweeping all westem opponents either on the road or 
at home. The Falcons were 7-0, defeating the Rams and the 49ers twice, along with the 
Raiders, Chargers and the Seahawks. Atlanta was the only team in 1991 to defeat the 
49ers in Candlestick Park. 


WR Michael Haynes led the entire NFL in average yardage per catch with a 22.4 rate 
(the NFL's highest since 1983). Mike had 50 receptions on the year for 1,122 yards and 
11 touchdowns. His 11 touchdown catches averaged 44.9 yards per play as he recorded 
12 receptions over 30 yards. 


CB's Deion Sanders and Tim McKyer both co-led the NFC in interceptions with six thefts 
apiece. 


The Falcons scored 10 points in the last two minutes of regulation to send the New 
Orleans game into overtime on ESPN's Pigout Game of the Week. A 54-yard completion 
from QB Chris Miller to WR Michael Haynes set up the 50-yard field goal by K Norm 
Johnson for the OT win before ESPN's largest TV audience of the season, 


Falcon LB Jessie Tuggle, who had over 200 consecutive tackles the previous two 
seasons, had led the entire NFL in tackles, only to be forgotten when All-Pro teams and 
Pro Bowl selections were made. A 1992 Pro Bow! selection rejection, Tuggle was finally 
recognized as a first team All-Pro pick by Sports Illustrated. 


The Falcons made club history as they swept through their NFC West road trips by 
defeating the Rams 31-14 in Anaheim, dropping New Orleans in Overtime 23-20 at the 
Superdome, and by giving the 49ers their only loss in 1991 at Candlestick Park 39-34. 
This was the first time ever the birds had beaten all their division rivals on the road. 


A sellout crowd witnessed the Falcons’ final home game of the 1991 season, as well as 
the birds’ final game in Fulton-County Stadium. Atlanta defeated the Seattle Seahawks’ 
26-13, to run their home win streak to five straight. NFL thieves Tim McKyer and Deion 
Sanders combined on a 55-yard interception and lateral for a memorable touchdown. On 
hand with the 59,000 fans were Hammer, World Heavy Weight Champion Evander 
Holyfield, singer Wayne Newton, and country and western group Diamond Rio. 


On the road at arch-rival New Orleans on ABC’s national TV, the Falcons came from 10 
points down to win their first-ever Playoff game away {rom home. New Orleans native 
Michael Haynes scored two touchdowns, including the game winning 61-yarder in the 
fourth quarter, then CB Tim McKyer ended any suspense by intercepting a pass. 


A sold-out crowd (66,834 actual) and a national TV audience (ABC) on this Sunday 
afternoon saw the Falcons win the first-ever football game in the new Georgia Dome, 20- 
10, over the Philadelphia Eagles. While the Eagles’ lan Howtield kicked a 33-yard FG for 
the first points ever, the Falcons hooked up on their first play in the Dome for a 76-yard 
TD pass (Chris Miller to Michael Haynes). While all fans received a special souvenir 
ticket and commemorative pin, the day of entertainment included performances by 
megastar MC Hammer, doing the “Too Legit to Quit” theme song of the team, plus a 
Georgia native halftime show featuring major country fecording stars Travis Tritt, Alan 
Jackson, Trisha Yearwood, Doug Stone, and T. Graham Brown. Recording star John 
Denver preformed the national anthem, while Las Vegas boxing announcer Michael 
Buffer began the proceedings with his trademark , “Let's get ready to rumble.” The pre- 
game festivities also included a 100-yard red ribbon cutting by Commissioner Paul 
Tag|labue and Falcons owner Rankin M. Smith.

HISTORICAL CALENDAR 
In the regular season opener in the Dome, the Falcons scored on their first four 
possessions en route to a 20-17 win over the New York Jets before a sellout of 65,585. 
The first play saw rookie RB Tony Smith run for 32 yards and the first points came on a 
Norm Johnson 25-yard FG. Just 17 seconds later, the Falcons scored the first TD in the 
Dome on a Chris Miller-to-Michael Haynes pass of 14 yards. Miller and Haynes hooked 
up again on an 11-yard play later in the first quarter as the Birds ran up a 17-0 lead. In 
the second period, Norm Johnson tied a club record with a 54-yard FG. Miller's 72% 
passing (21-29) and 117 yards from the ground game led the Falcons to victory, 


Deion Sanders pulled off yet another first by participating in two pro sports in the SAME 
DAY. On Saturday night, he played in the Braves Playoff game in Pittsburgh, flew to 
Miami to play for the Falcons, then flew back to Pittsburgh for a game Sunday night, His 
presence helped the Falcons hold Dan Marino to a rare game without a TD pass, but the 
Falcons lost a 17-7 third quarter lead to bow, 21-17. 


The Falcons defense posted the first shutout since 1988 in a 34-0 rout of the New 
England Patriots. Atlanta allowed just 15 net yards passing, second best in club history, 
and just 105 total yards with five QB sacks, two pass interceptions (both by Deion) and 
two fumble recoveries, Rookie Tony Smith had another hot day with an 8.1 rush average 
(10-81-1 td) and a 15-yard average on PR (5-75) for 151 yards. 


The Falcons led the NFL with a club record 33-TD passes and became the only team ta 
have 30 of more TD's in both ‘91 and ‘92, The 336 pass completions were a club season 
best as were the 194 passing first downs. Andre Rison set a club record with 93 
receptions and became the first player in NFL history to have 300 catches in their first 
four years in the League. The Rison-Haynes tandem netted 21 TD's to fead the NFL for a 
second straight year (23 in 91). Mike Pritchard's 77 catches were the 5th most in club 
history, 9th in the NFL. Wade Wilson finished with three consecutive 300-yard games 
(324, 342, 374) and 10 TD's in those three games and two consecutive 30-completion 
games. 


Led by Pro Bowlers Andre Rison, Bobby Hebert and Norm Johnson, Atlanta's offense 
scored over 300 points for the fourth consecutive season. Rison scored a club-record 15 
TD's, and set a new standard for most receptions in his first five seasons with 394. 
Hebert, meanwhile, finished third in the NFL with a career-high 24 TD passes and had 
the NFL's longest play of the year, a 98-yard TD strike to Michael Haynes. Johnson 
nearly had a perfect season, connecting on 26-of-27 field goals (.963), while stretching 
his consecutive FG streak to 26 in a row, the second best mark in NFL history. On 
defense, LB Jessie Tuggle led the team in tackles for the fifth consecutive season (183). 
Pro Bowl comerback Deion Sanders continued to be an impact player, picking off seven 
passes while shutting down the league's top receivers. Third-year RB Erric Pegram more 
than made a name for himself, rushing for 1,185 yards, the fourth highest total in ‘93. 


June Jones lil is named the Falcons’ 10th head coach, replacing Jerry Glanville, who 
resigned following the 1993 season. 


Whitey Zimmerman, the Falcons original equipment manager since 1966, passes away- 
Always a constant in the locker room, “Zeke” will always be remembered as former 
Falcon Tommy Nobis stated, the “Original Falcon.” 


Terance Mathis closes out a brilliant season against Arizona, finishing the '94 campaign 
with a club-tecord 111 receptions, the 4th highest total of all-time. His 1,342 receiving 
yards ranks second on Atlanta's all-time charts. For his efforts, he is voted to ‘95 Pro Bowl. 
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Mike Kenn Retires Offensive lineman Mike Kenn finally closes out 17-year NFL career after being drafted by 
Dec, 24, 1994 the Falcons in 1978. His last game against Arizona was his 251st game played, ranking 
= , 6th on the NFL's all-time list. He played in five Pro Bowls and all six of Atlanta's playoff games,

What to Look For in ’96 


- Falcons to make Playoffs for back-to-back seasons for first time in club history. 
Falcons to make Playoffs for third time in past six years. ’ 

* Falcons to add to home field success. They have won last four in a row inside the 
Georgia Dome, tying the club record in the Dome. A win in their home opener 
would be their Dome record five in a row. The team record for consecutive home 
Wins is 7 in a row (twice). Atlanta has also won 8 of its last 9 games in the 
Georgia Dome, equaling their best ever streak of 80-81, A win in the home opener 
would give them 9 of 10-at home, a club best ever. 


« Falcons to add to streak of 15 consecutive wins now when the 
to 20 points or less. Last loss was Oct. 3, 1993, when they didn’t win when holding 
the opponent under 20 points. 


* Falcons to score over 300 points in a season for a 7th straight year. Only four other 
teams enter ‘96 with that streak (S.F., Buffalo, Miami, KC) 

Falcons and NFC West to qualify 2 or more playoff teams again. The Division leads 
the NFL with two or more teams earning bids in 7] of the past 13 seasons (since 
°83 after the "82 strike tournament). The AFC West and NFC East are second with 
10 of 13 seasons with two or more teams. 


Falcons were only team in NEL history to have four 1,000-yard players in 95 
season. Can they become only team to ever do it back-to-back? 

MORTEN ANDERSEN to add to his Cal Ripken-like NEL all-time record of 190 
consecutive games scored in over the past 13 years. Andersen can also add to his 
all-time NFL record of 30 field goals made of 50 or more yards in distance. 
Andersen needs just tvo more FG's to move past George Blanda into 4th place all- 
time in NEL history (Blanda had 335). 

ERIC METCALF could tie the all-time NFL record of TD's on returns (punt or 
kickoff with his next one. Metcalf has 8 in his career that is one behind NFL 
record holders Mel Gray and Ollie Matson. The versatile Metcalf could become 
just the 8th player in NFL history to gain over 2,500 yards in three different ways 
(rushing, receiving, and returning) with 138 more yards rushing. 

* TERANCE MATHIS can add to his NEL record of five two-point conversions. He 
broke Gino Cappelletti’s record of four last year. With a third Consecutive 1,000- 
yard receiving season in “96 Mathis would be the club record of three straight. 

* JESSIE TUGGLE will be trying to lead the team in tackles for an Sth consecutive 
yeason as he tries for a fourth Pro Bowl in the past five years. 

» JEFF GEORGE has a streak of 43 consecutive starts (all 32 in his two seasons 
with the Falcons). That is the second best active starting streak in the NFL behind 
only Brett Favre-61. He is the only Falcon to ever have a 4,000-yard passing 
season and will ry fo become just the 4th QB in NFL history to have back-to-back 
4,000-yard seasons (Warren Moon, Dan Marino, and Dan Fouts). 

+ CRAIG “Ironhead” HEYWARD will try to become the first Falcon RB since 
Gerald Riggs in 1985-86 to rush for 1,000 yards in back-to-back seasons. He 
would be the third in team history (William Andrews). 
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Jessie Tuggle (front cover) and Elbert Shelley (above) will joii just the 
10 other Falcons who have played 10 consecutive seasons with the 
Falcons.That prestigious list includes Jeff Van Note (6 Pro Bowls), 
Mike Kenn (5 Pro Bowls), Bobby Butler, Steve Bartkowski (2 Pro 
Bowls), Tommy Nobis (5 Pro Bowls), Scott Case (1 Pro Bowl), Claude 
Humphrey (6 Pro Bowls), Rick Bryan, John James (3 Pro Bowls), and 
Fulton Kuykendall. Shelley will be gunning for a 5th Pro Bow! berth, 
making him only the 5th Falcon to ever do so. Tuggle has been voted 
to the Pro Bowl in three of the last four seasons 
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
